The  change  has  been 
engendered  by  the  cor.ibined  effects  of  ideological  traisfor- 
nation  in  certain  segiuents  of  the  black  coiir.iunity,   and 
riacro structural  changes  in  the  larger  social  and  economc 
order.     The  result  has  been  a  r.iore  intensive  and  closely 
reasoned  exariination  of  econoiac  factors  underlying  the 
social  and  econoric  status  of  the  2k.S  rillion  people  -Kiho 
nake  up  the  black  segi.ient  of  the  U.  S.  population. 

The  bibliography  vjas  prepared  for  a  graduate  research 
seranar  on  the  political  economy  of  black  coi.anunity  davelop- 
i.ient,  iiiith  special  eiphasis  on  the  foriiulation  of  ^n  inte- 
grated theory  and  strategy  of  structural  transfoniation  ajid 
partial  self- sustaining  growth  for  urban  black  cora.iunities. 
The  purpose  of  the  ser.inar  X\raG  to  construct  several  general 
theory-base  franeworks  which  vro\ild  enable  theorists  and 
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development  planners  concerned  vriLth  the  econordcc  of  black 
conr.iunity  developr.ient  to  order  their  observationc  of  the 
involuted  Gociopolitical  and  econoric  exchange' relations 
between  the  black  subgroup  end  otlier  groups  in  the  socio- 
econor.dc  syster.i.

The  critical  focus  of  the  probleris,   conceptual  schenes, 
hypotheses,  riodels  and  theories  dealt  irith  in  the  serinar 
was  basically  econoriic,  with  en  er.phasis  on  the  prospects 
and  possibilities  for  articulating  a  theory  and  strategy  of 
black  coMVflinity  developnent  vdth  the  new  political  econony. 
Hoxirever,   the  scope  and  length  of  the  bibliography  give  it  a 
fairly  large  degree  of  flexibility  for  use  as  a  research 
bibliography  in  areas  of  concentration  not  directly  related 
to  the  political  econony  of  black  conr.iunity  developnent. 
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
